The Balloon Race—A Young Aero- 

naut—Account of the Voyage 
by Himself. 


[Philadelphia Bulletin, 6th.] 
I started from Promontory Rock, at 
the east end of Girard-Avenue bridge, 
in the balloon Quaker City, at twelve 
minutes before 6 o’clock, making a fair 
start with my larger consort, and the 
Republic, in which were my grandfather 
and another gentleman, a4 4 being so 
close that we could converse together, I 
thought I would challenge them toa 
race in an open field, and called to them 
that I would beat them going up, stuy 
ing up, and going further than they 
would; to which they replied that it was 
a ‘‘good challenge even if tuey lost.” 
As soon as the challenge was accepted I 
commenced ‘‘to unload,” and at 6 o’clock 
my barometer marked 5,000 feet eleva- 
tion. I now made a general observa- 
tion, and the scene in the Park, with its 
immense imultitude in all its varied col- 
ors, looked to me like a huge kaleiavs- 
cope in its evercnanging beauty, Girard- 
Avenue bridge, with its human density, 
being the centre. It was a sight not 
often seen and never to be forgotten. 
After straining my eyesin every direc- 
tion I at last got a glimpse of my huge 
consort, apparently wallowing in the 
‘base dust” far, far beneath me. My 
spirits began going up faster than the 
aerostat at the undoubted certainty of 
my winning the race, and I heaved over- 
board everything dispensable, going up 
faster and faster, untel at length I caught 
up to my ‘“‘spirits,” the barometer mark- 
ing 12,000 feet, and the thermometer 36 
degrees.

TOCCOA FALLS. 


On our arrival a long line ef hacks 
stood ready at the depot, aud we at once 
embarked in them, and, after a two-mile 
ride over a very fair mountain road, the 
beautiful Toccca burst upon our view. | 
stood for an hour gazing upon this grand 
work of nature, and wondered why 
thousands of Georgians, who had trav- 
eled thousands of miles to see the gran- 
deur of other states and countries, had 
neyer visited Toccoa. But I have no 
faculty for word painting. I can only 
say that the falls are formed by a beau- 
tiful sheet of water about forty feet 
wide, which flows over a perpendicular 
rock 184 feet high. Returning to the 
town Ly dark the quiet ones in the 
party, among them myself, took | 
themselves to their littl beds, while 
others went in search of a ball that was 
reported to be in progress. It was an- 
nounced that the party would start for 
Tallulah Falls at daybreak, and after a 
good nigbt’s rest, we awakered to find 
it was the time to be up and out, and, 
bringing up the ladies and children of 
my squad, we found ourselves, after the 
usual delay, in a first-rate stage drawn 
by two stout mules, and engineered by a 
colored jehu, who didn’t know, as ‘we 
afterwards found out, anything except 
the road and how to drive.

TALLULAH, THE TERRIBLE, _

The beholder, as he moves from pvint to 
point to look at wonder after wonder, 
is filled with awe and reverence. I have 
never seen anything which so impress-* 
ed me with the greatness of the Crea- 
tor. 

Mr. Young informed us that there is 
living within sixteen miles of the falls an 
aged man named Vandever, who is said 
to have wandered into this county in 
1816, and whoclaims to have been the 
first white man who ever beheld ite 
grandeur. He was a hunter, trader and 
fighter, sucha one as boys read about 
in dime novels. Vandever says that there 
have been a great many changes since 
he came there, A few years after his ar. 
rival there was atremendous earthquake, 
and the ground trembled and shook for 
three days, and that during that time 
the large rock which lays at the foot ot 
Toccoa Fall was thrown down. This 
venerable inhabitant used to visit the 
Indians and trade with thm, and 
he tells of the chief of one of 
the tribes who lived in the WNa- 
coochee Valley that he would never 
allow him to trade with the Indians him- 
self, but would send out a runner to an- 
nounce the trader’s arrival, when the 
people would bringin their things for 
barter, and the old chief would do the 
trading for them. Old Vandever now 
draws a pension from Uncle Sam for.his 
services in the Indian war. An interest- 
ing guide-book could be gotterf up of this 
country, which is full of beautiful scene- 
ry, and abounds in romantic history.

Its scope 
is far more extensive. Indeed, the 
weather department is only an offshoot, 
if it may beso called, of the service, 
whose original aim was to perfect a code 
of army signals, and by their aid and 
that of the telegraph strengthen the 
military arm. The importance of the 
combination of the two arms will readily 
be seen. The members of the service 
would be able to communicate ali the 
movements of the enemy and conduct 
the telegraphic business on the field and 
also in the rear: the portion of the corps 
at the signal stations keeping up their 
weather reports, hy which commanders 
could be informed of how their move- 
ments would be likely to be retarded by 
storms and rain, by heavy roads, by the 
detention of supply trains, by snow-drifts 
on their railroad communications, and 
by floods in the rivers in their rear, and 
other phenomena affecting the very 
existence of their commands. 
When the grand development of the 
Weather Bureau began under General 
Myer, in 1870, it was, in the minds of 
the majority of people, a doubtful exper- 
iment; now it has an organized system, 
which embraces in its grasp every sec- 
tion of the country from Sandy Hook to 
the Golden Gate, and from Key West to 
Quebec. Three times a day, and at 
precisely the same moment, observations 
are taken in every station in the country 
and forwarded here to the central effice 
in Washington. Standing in the busiest 
of rooms, where visitors may use their 
eyes, but not their tongues, one hears 
the continuous click —click—click of 
the telegraph, telling, in its eurt Jan- 
guage, its brief but, perhaps, allimpor- 
lant message. 
When the reports have all been recety- 
, ed from the principal] stations they are 
rapidly tabulated and hahded to the 
proper officer, whose duty it is to write 
out the synopses and deduce the ‘‘prob- 
abilities,” which a few minutes later are 
to be telegraphed to the press all over 
the country. Copies of the telegrams 
are also instantly sent to all boards of 
trade, chambers of commerce, mer- 
chants’ exchanges, scientific societies, 
and to all important localities, especially 
seaports, over the entire country. 
While the officer is preparing his sy- 
nopses for telegraphing, the sergeants 
rapidly prepare the maps, which show 
by arrows and numbers the exact state 
of the meteorologic condition of the 
whole country, as evidenced by the re- 
ports just received, and the prevailing 
direction of the wind. These maps are 
pi ag posted in the prominet lo- 
calities in the city, and are reproduced 
by means of the telegraph in every city 
of the Union. A copy of each of these 
maps, which are issued three times a 
day, together with every report and pa- 
per that reaches the central office, is 
carefully bound up or preserved on file, 
so that at the end of each year the office 
possesses a complete history of the me- 
teorology of every day in the year. 
The value of the reports of the bureau 
is based upon the fact that storms gen- 
erally do not travel over three hundred 
miles in twenty-four hours, while the 
telegraph makes the distance in the 
tweens ofaneye. If astorm be ra- 
ging in the neighborhood of any of' the 
stations, or the various instruments used 
show any atmospheric changes in any 
locality, the fact is at once telegraphed 
to the central office. Reports based 
upon scientific observations at the other 
stations are forwarded to the chief office 
with but little difference of time, show- 
ing the indications of the barometer, 
urea which all calculations of the den- 
sity of the atmosphere are based; the 
maximum temperature of the day is in- 
dicated by selfregistering thermometers; 
the degree of the humidity of the atmos- 
phere, as ascertained by the hygrometesr, 
and the force of the wind and the speed 
it is blowing, as exhibited by the ane- 
mometer, in comparison of all of which 
the probabilities of the future course of 
the storm are determined. From the 
same data the probability of the weather 
for the ensuiug twenty-four hours is 
calculated. 
The ‘‘piobabilities” are cast from cal- 
cillations based. upon particular data 
furnished each day; but there are certain 
rules that are also considered, which 
have been deduced from a long and 
careful. series of observations, hus, 
one general principle is, that the .rain 
and snow-storm, and even moderate 
falls of rain and snow, travel from the 
west toward the east in the United States 
during the menths of November, Janu- 
ary, Febuary, and March. Inf the west 
the great storms set in from the north 
of east and terminate from the north of 
west. Inthe southern portion of the 
United States the wind generally sets in 
from the south of east and terminates
